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KSP busts 3 suspected 
of growing marijuana 


143 plants found on Leighton 
Road, pills also confiscated

On Wednesday April 25, Kentucky 
State Police Detective E. “Bubba” Botkin 
arrested three Estill County people and 
charged them with cultivating mari¬ 
juana. 

Sherry Hoover, 50, of 1675 Leighton 
Road was charged with third degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance, 
second degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance and first degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance in addition to 
cultivating marijuana more than five 
plants. 

The arrest warrant states that Hoover 
sold more than 70 doses of oxycodo¬ 
ne, hydrocodone and diazepam. It also 
states that she unlawfully cultivated 
143 marijuana plants at the Leighton 
Road address. 

All the charges are felonies except 
third degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance which is a class A misde¬ 
meanor. 

The marijuana was located by 
KSP Detective Jason Woodside of the 
Cannabis Suppression Unit as he flew 
over Leighton Road in a helicopter. 

Woodside directed Botkin to a wooden 
box lined with vinyl from an old pool 
liner, remains of which were plainly vis¬ 
ible in the yard near the box. 

According to the warrant, the wooden 


box was constructed of rough cut lumber 
and was plainly visible from the yard. 
The detective reached the box by what 
was described as a well-worn path. 

KSP Detective Darren Allen stated on 
the warrant by which Botkin arrested 
Hoover, that KSP Post 7 in Richmond 
received an anonymous call telling them 
that she had left her home on her way 
to Cinncinatti to pick up her “live-in” 
boyfriend, Walter McKinney, so that he 
could claim ownership of the marijuana 
to keep the police from searching her 
house. 

Allen stated on the warrant he 
believed police would find criminally 
possessed items in the house. 

McKinney was also arrested and 
charged with the same crimes as 
Hoover. 

Also arrested was Robbie Young, 
29, also of 1975 Leighton Road. He 
is charged with cultivating marijuana, 
more than five plants. 

Botkin’s report states that Young 
admitted to setting out the 143 plants 
that were being grown at the above 
address about one month ago. He admit¬ 
ted to building the box in which the 
plants were growing. His bond was set 
at $20,000 cash. 

He pleaded not guilty at his arraign¬ 
ment and was due back in court on 
Wednesday.

Rhonda Smyth says 
she never planned for a 
future in writing for a 
newspaper back in high 
school, when her sister 
Cleta, editor of their high 
school newspaper, "The 
Estill Echo,” talked her 
into being a cub reporter. 

But that’s just what 
she’s done for the past 
12 years, 10 of which 
she’s served as news edi¬ 
tor of the Citizen Voice & 
Times. 

However, Smyth has 
decided it’s time to move 
on. “This is a job for a 
young person who has 
lots of energy and fresh 
ideas,” she says. “It is 
time for me to do some¬ 
thing else and enjoy my 
life a little bit before I get 
too old.” 

A graduate of Estill 


High in 1967, Smyth 
married young and 
had two children. She 
worked for several years 
as a cook at Hargett and 
Estill Springs elementary 
schools. 

After she divorced and 
her children grew up, 
she took a second job at 
the Dollar General store, 
where she worked for six 
years. Because of schedul¬ 
ing changes, there came a 
day when she could no 
longer keep both jobs. 

It was about that time 
that Tish King, former fea¬ 
tures editor at the CV&T, 
suggested, “Why don’t 
you come see me and my 
editor, Jeff Moreland?” 

“I was hired in 1999 
part-time,” Smyth says. “I 
covered meetings, special 
events and did the dread¬ 
ed people poll, which 
everybody hated to do.” 

She recalls the first 


story she wrote to show 
Moreland and the late 
Guy Hatfield that she 
could write. 

“I covered the Outhouse 
Races in Gravel Switch. 
My lead sentence went 
something like ‘with the 
call to the post and the 
rustle of toilet paper, 
the 1999 Outhouse races 
were off.’ 

“Guy liked my lead, and 
gave me the job. 

“That story was never 
printed. My first pub¬ 
lished story was about 
a fiscal court meeting, 
and it was terrible,” she 
laughs. 

Smyth continued to 
work for the school sys¬ 
tem while she worked 
part-time with Moreland. 
In 2002, she was offered a 
full-time position as staff 
writer. Moreland recalls 
that Smyth was very 
excited to come to the 


paper full time. “It was a 
pleasure to work with her. 
She was eager to learn, 
and gave it her ah when 
working on assignments,” 
he says. 

“We had some great 
times working on 
Tuesday nights to lay 
out the paper. It seemed 
the later it got, the more 
she, Tish, myself and the 
others working on the 
paper joked around. We 
had a lot of good times 
working to put out the 
best newspaper possible. 
We would often make up 
silly headlines to go with 
the stories. Thankfully 
they never made it to the 
page!” 

Smyth became news 
editor when Moreland 
left the same year she 
was hired full-time and 
H. B. Elkins was hired to

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Wilds wants to 


help women who 
are struggling

Sandra Richardson 
Wilds began volunteering 
at the Pregnancy Help 
Center in Richmond in 
2004 after she took early 
retirement from the U.S. 
Post Office in Irvine. She 
later was hired as the 
administrative director. 

She knew she wanted 
to do something involving 
women who were strug¬ 
gling with life. Being pro¬ 
life, she felt the need to 
help women to choose life 
when an unwanted preg¬ 
nancy occurred. 

“I have been through 
so much in life includ¬ 
ing having a 15 year old 
daughter who became 
pregnant,” Sandra said. 
“In 1995 we had never 
heard of a pregnancy 
resource center. 

As her mother, I 
felt very alone and ill 
equipped to handle 
a pregnant 15 year 
old. Hers was the first 
(known) pregnancy 
among her group of 
friends. Mothers of some 
of her peers scrambled 
to get birth control for 
their own daughters lest 
they face the same sort of 
crisis. 

Even my own best 
friend, (pregnant herself 
at the time) asked me 
if I had considered tak¬ 
ing her for an abortion. 

It did seem like an easy 
way to hide the sin from 
those in our church and 
circle of friends. And I 
am ashamed to admit 
that the thought crossed 
my mind. But, in my 
heart, I knew abortion 
was wrong. And, she had 
been brought up with 
that belief as well. 

At the pregnancy 
resource center where I 
now work as Director of 
Administration, we often 


see clients (especially 
younger ones) whose 
parents want to make 
the choice for them. And, 
unfortunately, that choice 
is not always the best 
one. 

There are alternatives 
to abortion. It is never 
a Godly choice to take 
a life, to stop a beating 
heart.” 

Today Sandra says she 
has a beautiful 16 year 
old granddaughter who 
is living proof that people 
may often mess things 
up but God doesn’t make 
mistakes. 

“Each and every life 
is precious and has a 
purpose. Since my grand¬ 
daughter was 12 she has 
been volunteering at the 
Pregnancy Help Center. 
Her favorite job is to put 
together layettes and 
gift bags for Mommies in 
the final months of their 
pregnancies,” Sandra 
said. 


Because of what she 
and her family went 
through she feels the 
need to help others who 
find themselves in the 
same situation. Sandra 
wants to start a faith- 
based pregnancy help 
center in Estill County. 
But she needs the help of 
churches and the people 
in the community. There 
will be an organizational 
meeting at the white 
house behind River Drive 
Christian Church on May 
22 at 7 p.m. 

“I want to get together 
with a group of pro-life 
people to help get it off 
the ground. I plan to 
work with the Helping 
Hands Ministry and 
Debbie Risen as well 
as the school family 
resource centers so that 
whatever the problem 
is we can get help for 
people within 25 hours,” 
she said. 

Sandra said that every 
minute a woman is con¬ 
sidering abortion and 
sometimes they believe it 
is their only option. 

“We have to speak light 
and life into their dark¬ 
ness. They desperately 
need our compassion, our 
voice and our practical 
help,” Sandra said. 

The Richmond 
Pregnancy Help Center 
was founded by Kathy 
Todd who was a health 
and physical educa¬ 
tion teacher in Madison 
County. 

It is a non-profit inter¬ 
denominational, pro-life 
ministry that reaches 
out to women in Madison 
and surrounding counties 
who need assistance in 
managing an unexpected 
or crisis pregnancy. 

Their motto is “there’s 
hope because there’s 
help.” 



Estill native’s book 


is published, sent to 
Pulitzer committee

Estill County native Earl 
“Robbie” Robbins Jr. realized a 
lifelong dream recently when one 
of the seven novels he has written 
was published. 

The book, “These Precious 
Days,” was published under the 
pen name “No Sweat” and was 
released across the United States 
and in Europe. Robbins received 
word last week that the book has 
been submitted to the Pulitzer 
committee for consideration for 
the prize in 2013. 

The book is available through 
Amazon as well as Barnes and 
Noble. 

Robbins said he wrote the book 
as a journal with each entry hav¬ 
ing an introduction and given the 
name of a song popularized by 
Billie Holiday. 

“The entries vary in form, 
sometimes being a letter or even 
a poem. It is set in a mythical 
place in eastern Kentucky called 
“Aopehh” in the year 1982,” he 
said. 

Robbins, a 1969 graduate of 
Irvine High School, has been writ¬ 
ing since he was a boy attending 
Irvine Elementary School. 

“I don’t remember how old I was, 
but I remember sitting alone in a 
chair in the corner of my parent’s 
apartment with a big pencil writ¬ 
ing stories just to please myself,” 
Robbins explained. 

Robbins is the son of 
Earl “Rob” Robbins and the 
late Nancy McClanahan 
Robbins. 

He said he won an essay 
writing contest at school 
on the topic “Why I Love 
America.” This was only thel 
beginning. He went on to 
write feature stories along¬ 
side Darrell Richardson for 
the Irvine High newspaper 


and later became feature editor for 
the Irvine Times-Herald before it 
was purchased by Guy Hatfield to 
become the Citizen Voice & Times. 

Robbins wrote articles about 
the swim team he was on for the 
Eastern Progress while attend¬ 
ing Eastern Kentucky University. 
Over the years he wrote for pigeon 
and archeology magazines and 
other areas in which he was inter¬ 
ested. 

“When I turned 30 I set out to 
write my first novel. I completed 
the work four years later. I have 
had more than 1,000 rejections 
from literary agents and editors 
before one of my poor novels has 
surfaced,” Robbins said. “You must 
have a dream before one can come 
true.” 

Robbins is quick to mention 
people he has come in contact with 
who helped him to become the suc¬ 
cessful author he is today. 

“For 17 years while I lived in 
Ravenna, Dave Cox lived on one 
side of me and Lindy Yeager on 
the other side. Lindy had a singu¬ 
lar influence on my conviction to 
become a writer. He was relentless 
in beating me down to write about 
the things others would not,” 
Robbins said. 

“He influenced me to write in 
painful ways that in some strange 
way made me come clean with 
my worst secrets. He was noth¬ 
ing short of a genius and a saint 
rolled into one. I was fortunate to 
be near him,” he said. 

When Yeager committed suicide, 
Robbins said he and Cox remained 
friends. 

“Dave was always giving me 
positive reinforcement, laughing 
at the same things I laughed at, 
seeing the same things that I saw. 
He stuck by my side. Friends like 


him are worth their weight in 
gold,” he said. 

Robbins credits his wife, 
Chesteen, for the support she has 
given him for the past 45 years. 

“She has been incredibly patient 
and sensitive toward my desire to 
become an author. I know I have 
driven her crazy,” he said. 

He also mentions two other 
friends who have stayed with him 
through the 30 years it took him 
to get “These Precious Days” pub¬ 
lished. They are Howard Farris 
and Eddie Woolery. The book is 
dedicated to these two friends as 
well as his family. 

Robbins goals for the future 
include having the novel 
“Nefarious” published. 

“It’s the story of a traveling 
preacher and his nephew and is 
set in Estill County in the 1800s. 

I think the people from my home¬ 
town would enjoy it,” he said. 

He said his dream was to see 
this novel in a theater since he 


grew up m one. 

“My mom sold tickets in my 
grandpa’s theater. I can still shut 
my eyes and describe every inch 
of it. I had the best grandfather 
in the world, so humble and kind. 
His theater will always remain 
inside of me.” 

On amazon.com the book is 
described in this way: 

”No Sweat has painted a por¬ 
trait of a man caught in the web of 
his times, a victim turned survivor, 
a player in the eponymous reality 
show of hand-to-mouth grubbing 
and a victor who has circumvented 
conventionality.”

take his place. 

Elkins remembers a 
conversation he had with 
Hatfield about the new 
hire before Elkins worked 
with her. “He said she 
had no experience, but 
he was impressed by her 
work ethic, enthusiasm 
and eagerness to learn.” 

Elkins also was 
impressed with Smyth 
once he began to work 
with her. 

“I always thought 
Rhonda did a good job 
reporting the news to 
keep the public informed, 
and at the same time 
keeping the community's 
best interests foremost in 
mind,” Elkins said. “That 
is the essence of a good 
community journalist.” 

Elkins said that he 
came to value her as a 
friend as well as a jour¬ 
nalist. 

“We were always able 
to talk, share ideas and 
thoughts, and when we 
disagreed, it was always 
in a very friendly fashion. 
I learned a lot about deal¬ 
ing with people from her,” 
Elkins says. 

“I'm proud to call her 
a friend and I couldn't 
think more of her. I cer¬ 
tainly wish her a long and 
healthy retirement. The 
CV&T and Estill County 
will really miss her.” 

Jeff Kerr was the only 
other editor with whom 
Smyth worked. She was 
very fond of him also. 

Smyth says that one 
of her favorite parts of 
the job has been getting 
to meet lots of people, 
including several elected 
officials. “I’ve learned a 
lot about how local gov¬ 
ernment works,” she 


says. 

With little formal train¬ 
ing in journalism, Smyth 
says, “I hope that I’ve 
done a good job with the 
training I’ve had. 

“The opportuni¬ 

ty to attend the very 
first Kentucky Press 
Association Journalism 
boot camp was one of the 
best things that ever hap¬ 
pened to me.” 

“It was intense—we 
got a semester’s worth of 
study crammed into three 
weeks, but I learned so 
much.” The classes cov¬ 
ered everything from AP 
style to ethics. 

“Hard-nosed reporter” 
is a label that Smyth says 
doesn’t fit her very well. 
“I’m just not the type 
to get in someone’s face 
when they’ve lost a fam¬ 
ily member in a terrible 
accident, and ask them, 
“How do you feel?” 

Smyth says that one of 
the most difficult aspects 
of her job is when she’s 
had to write stories about 
people she knows per¬ 
sonally who are having 
problems. “When some¬ 
one I know has a family 
member who’s indicted 
for a crime, they don’t 
always understand that 
I’m not personally attack¬ 
ing them when I write 
about it in the paper. I’m 
just doing my job.” 

Despite rubbing a few 
people the wrong way, 
Smyth says she has made 
a lot of friends. She feels 
particularly close to her 
co-workers at the office 
and expects those friend¬ 
ships to be lasting ones. 

Upon retirement, she 
plans to spend lots of time 
with her mother, Dorma 
Miller, and the rest of her 
family. “With this job. 


you have to cover a lot of 
Saturday stuff, and you 
miss a lot of family time.” 

Smyth already has 
plans to babysit her 
great-nephew who is due 
to make his entrance into 
the world in June. 

She’d also like to fit 
in some travel—per¬ 
haps take a train to 
Washington, DC, to visit 
with a niece and see the 
sights. 

Of all of her accomplish¬ 
ments, however, Smyth 
considers her two children 
among the greatest. She 
has a daughter, Mindy, 
42, and a son, Justin, who 
is 35. 

Eollowing in the foot¬ 
steps of their mother, 
they are preparing to 
change careers in mid¬ 
life. Mindy is attending 
Bluegrass Community 
and Technical College in 
Lexington, and Justin 
is a student at Eastern 
Kentucky University. 
“I’m very proud of them,” 
Smyth says. 

“We’ve always been real 
close. They are the center 
of my universe.” 

There will be a recep¬ 
tion in the lobby of the 
newspaper office on May 
17, between the hours of 
4 and 6 p.m. Visitors are 
welcome to drop by and 
congratulate Smyth as 
she begins a new phase 
in her life. 

“I have loved doing this

Impaired drivers 
put us aii at risk 


I was reading a 
press release from the 
Kentucky State Police 
about a high speed pur¬ 
suit that started on New 
Circle Road in Lexington. 

The 24 year old driver 
kept exiting onto differ¬ 
ent roads, then driving 
back onto New Circle 
Road. 

Now if you have ever 
driven on New Circle 
Road you know that 
there isn't one time of 
day that the traffic isn't 
bumper to bumper. 

The pursuit didn't end 
until the guy who was 
being chased had tried to 
run over an officer and 
hit another vehicle. 

A foot pursuit started 
and finally the guy was 
captured. Turns out he 
was under the influence 
of drugs, didn't have a 
driver's license or insur¬ 
ance. 

This is so scary. It 
was very fortunate that 
nobody was badly hurt. I 
don't blame the police for 
chasing him. It is obvi¬ 
ous that they needed to 
get him off the road. 

It got me to thinking 
about how many people 
are driving without 
insurance while under 
the influence of drugs or 
alcohol.

She was charged with 
driving without insur¬ 
ance and fined $500, 
with $400 of it suspend¬ 
ed and she had a year to 
pay the rest. 

"What?" I said. "My car 
is ruined and she gets 
fined $100 with a year to 
pay?" 

I only had liability on 
that car so there I was 
with no car. I had to bor¬ 
row the money to buy 
another car, so I have 
carried full coverage on 
all my vehicles since. 

I have sounded off a 
lot about impaired driv¬ 
ing including talking on 
cell phones and texting 
while driving. Please if 
you don't care about your 
own safety at least con¬ 
sider the safety of those 
in other vehicles. I have 
a lot of loved ones on the 
roads in Kentucky every 
day...most of them going 
to work or to school.

about the judicial system 
having to close court 
for several days to save 
money. It includes reduc¬ 
ing the number of drug 
court participants and 
instigating a cap. 

I don't know if writ¬ 
ing letters to the 
supreme court or the 
Administrative Office 
of the Courts would do 
any good or change their 
minds about it. Every 
branch of government in 
this state is in a big bud¬ 
get crunch right now. 

The two things that I 
absolutely hate to see cut 
is education and drug 
court. 

May is Kentucky Drug 
Court month and last 
week I had the honor 
of being at the signing 
of the proclamation for 
Estill County by Judge 
Executive Wallace Taylor. 
I took a picture of the 
drug court participants 
and was delighted by 
how well they all looked 
and how they seemed to 
enjoy each others' com¬ 
pany. 

It would just be such a 
shame to cut drug court.

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Judicial branch budget 
will effect drug court 


Judicial Branch employees learned 
today that they will be furloughed for 
three days in the first half of Eiscal 
Year 2013 as a result of deep cuts the 
Kentucky General Assembly made to 
the court system’s budget for Eiscal 
Years 2013 and 2014. The furloughs 
will close courthouses statewide on 
Aug. 6, Sept. 4 and Oct. 15, 2012. 

This marks the first time since 
Kentucky’s modern court system 
was formed in 1976 that the Judicial 
Branch must close courthouse doors to 
balance its budget. 

Eurloughs are one of several mea¬ 
sures included in the Judicial Branch’s 
budget reduction plan for FY 2013. 
Chief Justice of Kentucky John D. 
Minton Jr. announced details of the 
plan today in an email to all Kentucky 
Court of Justice personnel. He also 
noted that the legislature did not fund 
a pay equity plan that would make 
Judicial Branch salaries competitive 
with the other two branches of govern¬ 
ment and a capital project to replace 
the court system’s obsolete case man¬ 
agement system, which is at risk for 
failure. 

With final passage of House Bill 
269, the Kentucky General Assembly 
reduced the total funds available to the 
Judicial Branch by $25.2 million for 
Eiscal Year 2013. This includes a per¬ 
manent reduction to the annual base 
operating budget of $16.2 million and a 
one-time transfer of $9 million in pay¬ 
roll to the state’s general fund by June 
30, 2012. The legislature mandated 
that this amount for the June 30 state 
payroll be moved to July 2 to shift that 
expense to the next fiscal year. 

“Our situation is serious,” Chief 
Justice Minton said. “In spite of our 
efforts to secure adequate funding, the 
legislature’s appropriation is far short 
of what is necessary to operate the 
Kentucky court system for the next 
two years. These recent reductions are 
especially challenging because they’ve 
come quickly on the heels of other cut¬ 
backs.” 

Since the economic crisis began in 
2008, the Judicial Branch has cut 282 
employees statewide, eliminated court 
programs and trimmed operating costs 
at all four levels of the court system to 
stay within budget. 

“Until now, we were able to take 
aggressive measures to avoid fur¬ 
loughs and keep courts open,” Chief 
Justice Minton said. “But there are 


only so many places to cut in a court 
operations budget that is 86 percent 
personnel. When there’s such a large 
gap between what we ask for and what 
we receive, difficult decisions must be 
made.” 

The following actions will take effect 
July 1, 2012, unless otherwise noted: 

FY 2013 BUDGET REDUCTION PLAN 

Reductions 

•Close the Kentucky court sys¬ 
tem statewide to furlough all KCOJ 
employees for three days in 2012 
- Aug. 6, Sept. 4 and Oct. 15. 

•mplement hiring restrictions 
requiring a new process to fill vacan¬ 
cies. 

•Convert 100-hour part-time employ¬ 
ees with benefits to 80-hour part-time 
employees without benefits on June 30, 
2013. 

•Reduce and cap the number of Drug 
Court participants. 

•Reduce operating expenditures by 
$1.6 million. 

• Eliminate the Kentucky High 
School Mock Trial Tournament pro¬ 
gram. 

Criminal Record Reports 

•Charge Kentucky schools $10 for 
criminal record reports they currently 
receive for free. 

•Increase the cost of criminal record 
reports for all other customers from 
$15 to $20. 

The Supreme Court and leadership 
from the Administrative Office of the 
Courts will meet again in January 
2013 to determine if additional fur¬ 
loughs and reductions are necessary 
for the remainder of EY 2013, which 
runs July 1, 2012, to June 30, 2013. 
They will also begin drafting a bud¬ 
get reduction plan for FY 2014, which 
presents an even greater shortfall than 
in FY 2013.

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Ravenna park vandalized

The Ravenna Veteran’s 
Memorial Park has been 
the victim of vandals 
twice in recent weeks. The 
Ravenna City Council 
discussed the vandalism 
at a meeting at city hall 
Monday. 

City Clerk Kim Parks 
said that brick pavers 
were smashed in the 
war memorial area last 
Monday night between 
6:30 and 7:30 p.m. 

“No memorial bricks 
with names on them were 
harmed,” she said. 

They talked about 
some of the council mem¬ 
bers having seen seven 
boys and girls in the 
park. Police Chief Ken 
White is in the process of 
putting names and faces 
together. 

Mayor Charles Crowe 
said they will try to offer 
a reward for information 
on the vandals. 


“The VFW said they 
could probably put in 
$50 to $100 on a reward,” 
Parks said. 

No more than a month 
ago, somebody went into 
the new restrooms and 
pulled sinks from the 
wall, causing water to 
pour into the men’s room. 
Crowe discovered it. 

Security Cameras have 
now been installed on the 
restroom building and is 
on a continuous loop so 
that anybody entering or 
leaving the building will 
be recorded. 

“We will prosecute any¬ 
body we find damaging 
the park,” Crowe said. 
The council agreed. 

White submitted his 
activity report for April 
which included 11 traffic 
stops, nine citations, five 
arrests, two warrants 
served, four subpoenas 
served, one shop lifting 
arrest, two domestic vio¬ 
lence reports, five ver¬ 
bal warnings, six reports 


taken and one accident 
investigation. 

Fire Chief David 
Harvey said there had 
been no fires during the 
past month. 

“We had a couple of 
calls to check out smells 
and controlled burns of 
brush,” he said. 

Harvey also told the 
council that he has 
approval to build steps 
up to the second floor 
area of the fire station 
and was waiting for the 
man who is going to per¬ 
form the work to have 
time to build them. 

In other business the 
council approved a reso¬ 
lution to pay $38,634 bills 
connected with the home 
rehabilitation project. 

The council went into 
executive session to dis¬ 
cuss personnel.

Encouraging word: k legacy of faith 


Mother’s Day, observed 
every year on the second 
Sunday in May, means dif¬ 
ferent things to different 
people. Some may enjoy a 
special dinner prepared by 
mother, while others may 
choose to ignore it. But it 
is a time to pause for a 
moment and recognize the 
importance of mothers and 
pay tribute to them for their 
roll in the development of the lives of their children. 

For me. Mother’s Day has always been a meaning¬ 
ful, but rather 

emotional, day. It is a time when I can recall pre¬ 
cious memories of my mother and, in one way or 
another, express my appreciation for that which she, 
so unselfishly, contributed to my life. 

Suddenly and unexpectedly, my mother, as a very 
young woman, died when I was eight years, four 
months, and nineteen days old. Therefore, I grew up 
in a one parent home without a mother upon whom 


I could rely. As a result, there was emptiness and 
loneliness in my heart and life, and my heart ached 
when I saw 

the good relationships other children in the neigh¬ 
borhood had with their mothers. There was some¬ 
thing significant that was missing in my life, and I 
knew it. 

As a rather young boy, I was startled on one occasion 
when I came upon a passage in the New Testament. 
In that passage, Paul, in one of his letters, reminded 
Timothy, his young co-worker, of an important legacy 
that was his: His “sincere faith” came to him from 
his ’’mother Eunice.” When I read that passage, I 
thought: Eunice? That was my mother’s name. So, I 
had something in common with Timothy, and I began 
to think about the legacy my 

mother left to me. 

My mother, a soft-spoken and gentled woman, had 
a strong faith that shaped her life, and it was evident 
in everything she did. While she did not, and could 
not, leave me a legacy that consisted of material 
things, she did, however, leave me a legacy of faith 
that shaped my life.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, and each major fund of Estill 
County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial statements, as listed in 
the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Estill County Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is to express opinions 
on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for 
Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Estill County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, and each major fund of Estill County, Kentucky, as of June 30, 2011, anci the respective 
changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of accounting 
described in Note 1. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the modified cash basis of accounting as 
described in Note 1, which has altered the format and content of the basic financial statements. 

The county has not presented the management’s discussion and analysis that the Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. The budgetary comparison information 
is not a required part of the basic financial statements but is supplementary information required by GASB. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the budgetary 
comparison Information. However, we did not audit it and express no opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise Estill County, Kentucky’s 
basic financial statements. The accompanying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is presented for purposes of additional analysis as 
required by U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States. Local Governments and Non-Profit Organizations and is 
not a required part of the basic financial statements. The schedule of expenditures of federal awards has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated March 14,2012 on our consideration of Estill County, 
Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and 
grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe fte scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting 
and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance 
That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing 
the results of our audit.
